The Mad w ith a 
JBulIet-Hole iu 
Hi» 
Head 
Foaud 
by 
Her Side. 


In the early morning’s darkness there 
was yesterday enacted in the city a 
tragedy that for the horrors of its inci­ 
dents, and the mystery of its surround­ 
ings, can well claim a foremost place in the 
annals of the crimes of this city. 
The 
scene of the affair was the tn-jñton de joie, 
No. 313 Alameda street, and the princi­ 
pal actors, so far as known, were Charlfes 
Scott, of the firm of Scott & Bryan, (the 
blacksmiths on Requena street, opposite 
the 
Ponv 
Stables,) 
and 
Hor­ 
tense Felchier, 
alias 
Anna 
Pierre, 
a 
woman 
of 
the 
town. 
Of 
these two the woman now lies at the 
Morgue, awaiting the Coroner-'s inquest, 
which will be held to-day, and Scott, 
with a bullet-hole through his head, is 
fighting with death in the hovel where 
the tragedy occurred. 
The tirst intimation of the affair was 
given about 1 o’clock yesterday, when a 
Chinaman ran into a saloon near the 
scene of the crime, and, in an excited 
manner, shouted, “ They killed, they 
killed.” Those who were in the bar­ 
room, 
divining 
that 
there 
was 
a 
eenaation 
at 
hand, 
followed 
him 
through one of the numerous alleys 
that abound in that vioinity, to a small 
wooden outbuilding that stretched out 
toward Los Angeles street from one of 
the Alameda bagnios. 
There was noth­ 
ing to be seen from without, but in 
broken sentences the Mongolian stam­ 
mered forth the situation. 
He said that 
he worked for the woman known as 
French Anna, and came around every 
morning at 7 o’clock and cooked break­ 
fast for her and her “ husband.” 
He 
was on hand as usual that day, and 
there was nothing unusual to attract his 
attention 
as 
he 
set 
about 
bis 
labors. 
He had 
made 
some 
cof­ 
fee, 
and 
then 
had 
knocked 
at 
the door of the sleeping apartment. 
There was no response, so he, thinking 
that they were still asleep, returned to 
the kitchen. 
About ten o’clock, he tap­ 
ped at the door again, with, however, a 
similar result; bnl, although it was un­ 
usual for them to remain in bed so late, 
he did not suspect that* anything had 
happened. About 1 o’clock he made a 
third trip, and wben he rapped he heard 
in reply a groaning. Thoroughly alarm­ 
ed, he did not dare to turn the handle of 
the door, but ran around to - the other 
side of the building, where there was a 
window opening into the room, and, 
pushing his hand through a broken 
pane, he drew back the curtain and 
peered inside. 
“ W ell,” said someone, as the China­ 
man paused for breath, “ what did you 
see?” 
“ Blood, blood ebbly where ; they both 
dead,” he exclaimed, and at that mo­ 
ment the crowd that had by this time 
swollen into gigantic proportions, was 
invaded by a couple of policemen, who 
had responded to a summons Rent by Mr. 
Sutch, who was one of the first on the 
ground. 
INH1DK TUX ROOM. 
The door was then opened and the 
scene that was displayed caused a mo­ 
mentary shudder to pass around. The 
interior of a small room, about 8 by 8, 
was disclosed and on a large double bed 
that formed almost the only article of 
what might be termed furnhure, lay two 
human beings in a pool of blood that not 
only saturated the pillows and bed fur 
niture, but fell dripping to the floor. At 
first sight it appeared that both were 
dead, but a low moan, followed by 
a shuddering, denoted that the “ fit­ 
ful spark” was still burning in one 
of the unfortunates. 
Aithough it was 
apparent that something should be done 
at once, none seemed to know what to 
do, for the question of the rights of the 
Coroner was at ones broached. 
“ That's all right about the dead one,” 
remarked an individual at last, “ but 
there’s no reason why we shouldn’t at­ 
tend to the one that’s alive.” 
Just at this juncture, however, Dr. 
Choate arrived and made a hurried in­ 
spection of the bod tea. 
He found that 
the woman was beyond mortal aid and, 
in fact, had evidently died without a 
struggle, for from the gaping wound at 
the back of her left ear the brains were 
protruding. 
The 
man 
had 
been 
shot 
through 
the 
right 
temple, 
the 
bullet 
lodgieg 
in 
his head. 
He was still alive and conscious, fcr he 
m uttored: “ Oh, my head,” as the phys­ 
ician. moved him on his side. 
He i&ade 
an attempt to o?en his eyes, but his face 
was so swollen and bloodshot that he 
cochl not. 
He apparently kuew what 
was going on, for he said in distinct 
tones, “ Stop this pain, please.” 
It was evident that there was a good 
chance of getting an ante-mortem state 
raent from, him, so while tho clotted 
blood was being sponged from hiB face, 
a H kk.vuj man, and others in the room, 
plied him with questions. 
He responded intelligibly in every in­ 
stance, never once contradicting himself, 
in spiteof the cross-examination to which 
he was subjected. In substance he spoke 
as follows: 
bcott’s st a t e m e n t. 
“ My name is Charles Scott, and the 
woman is Hortense. 
We have been liv­ 
ing together at a place up town, but 
abont a week ago she moved down here. 
We were not married, although she let 
the people about here think we were. 
Last night we went to the circus and 
were ou the best of terms, in fact there 
has been no row between us at all. 
We 
retired about midnight; neither of us 
were drunk, nor had we been drinking 
heavily. 
1 went to the saloon near by 
just before 12 o’clock 
and 
got 
a 
drink of brandy, 
but that was all. 
After going to sleep I remember nothing 
until 1 was awakened by a loud report. 
I can only indistinctly remember w hat 
occurred, but I saw Hortense lying by 
my side as she is now, and to the left of 
the bed I fancied 1 saw a dark object 
moving. Then came a flash as if there 
was fire in the room, and I became un­ 
conscious. 
I should imagine that it was 
between 1 and 5 o’clock, for the morn­ 
ing was just beginning to b reak ; the 
lamp was still dimly burning, as we had 
left it when retiring, and that furnished 
most of the light.” 
“ How long a tim e elapsed I cannot 
tell, but when I recovered my senses 
I felt as ií I were freezing, and, looking 


around, saw that the door was open. I 
got up and closed it, but the effort made 
me vomit blood, and I lay down again 
and did not move until disturbed a short 
time ago. I left my revolver on the chair 
overnight, but when I arose this morn­ 
ing it was lying in the bed, where it is 
now.” 
This last sentence unraveled one of th e 
mysteries that up to that stage had 
sprung up, for the police had been dili­ 
gently searching the room and fonnd a 
box 
of 38-caliber cartridges on the 
window-sill, 
but 
no 
pistol. 
A 
seirch 
was 
at once made in th e 
bed. 
and 
resulted 
in 
the 
dis­ 
covery of the weapon lying between 
the two people close to the left hand of 
the woman. It was a small American 
bulldog of 38-calibre, and two of ita 
cham bers had been evidently recently- 
emptied. Judging from the position o f 
tho two victims of the tragedy, it was a 
case of murder and attempted suicide, 
for the powder burns on the head of 
the woman showed that the muzzle 
of 
the 
gun 
had 
been 
pressed 
against that part of her body. 
This 
would indicate that Scott hod shot her 
and then turned a charge on himself, for 
he was shot from right to left, and the 
wall, chair, lamp anti everything to his 
left was spat'ered with blood, showing 
that the discharge had been in that di­ 
rection. The question vvaa repeatedly 
put 
to 
Scott 
as 
to * whether 
or 
not 
be 
did 
the 
shooting, but ia 
every instance he 
kept to his first 
statem ent that some one had entered the 
room and played the role of assassin. 
District Attorney Kelly, who bad 
m<-intime arrived with a shorthand re­ 
porter, pat the same interrogation in a 
most impressive manner, telling 8cott 
that he was at the point of death, and 
might as well tell the truth. 
“ I know I am dying,” was the reply, 
“ but what 2- have tola you is trae. 
I 
did not do the shooting.” 
“ Did she shoot you?” was asked. 
“ N o; the same person who fired at me 
killed her. She must have been shot at 
the time when the first report awakened 
m e.” 
IIÍ9-PARTNER AHRfVKB. 
Scott’s partner, Bryan, who had been 
sent for, came running in at this point 
aDd, looking wildly at the bod, said 
“ W here’s C harlie?” evidently not recog­ 
nizing his comrade in the bleediag m an 
before him. 
He was soon stooping over 
his wounded friend, who gave him in­ 
structions about what to do in case of 
death. 
“ Write home and tell them I 
died,” said Scott, “ but don’t say how it 
happened.”

The Vineland Irrigation dis­ 
trict, by its attorney, H. K. S. O’Mel 
veny, protested to 
the formation of 
the district, on the ground that the sup 
ply of water was not sufficient for both 
districts. 
Several property owners ap­ 
peared and argued against admitting the 
lands of Messrs. Wicks and Ruddock 
into the district, and Mr. Wicks an­ 
swered showing the neceesity of includ­ 
ing his land. 
The Supervisors, after 
considering the m atter, concluded to in­ 
clude the land of Messrs. Wicks and 
Ruddock in the district, and granted the 
prayer for the formation of the district.

HOMMEL’S SUICIDE. 


THE CITY FUNDS. 


8ouir of th e Fact* W hich Proba­ 
bly Fed to th e Act. 
The coroner, who haB had nothing at 
all to do for the last fifteen days, was 
very busy yesterday. 
The first thing in 
the morning was the inquest on the body 
of Jacob Hommel, who committed sui 
cide late Thursday afternoon. In the 
course of the day news came in of three 
other cases, the French woman killed on 
Alameda street, a boy drowned at Wett- 
lake Park, and a man dead at Wilming- 
toD. 
The inquests on the last three will 
be held to-day. 
The inquest on the body of Jacob 
Hommel brought no new facts to light 
beyond w hat were narrated in yester­ 
day’s account. 
The verdict was that 
death resulted from a gunshot wound in 
the side, fired by himself in a fit of tem ­ 
porary insanity. 
One of the witnesses said that the rea­ 
son for the old man’s depression of spirits 
was to be found not so much in his ill­ 
ness as in the worry of a recent lawsuit. 
Reference was probably intended to a 
breach of promise suit, which is still 
pending. The woman in the case is a 
Miss Theresa Ackerman, the daughter of 
a Minnesota farmer, who had been serv­ 
ing as his housekeeper. 
The young 
woman lived with Hommel for some 
time as his wife and had a child by him. 
Home time after the birth of the child 
they separated and Miss Theresa was 
presented with a piece of valuable real 
estate as a compensation for what had 
taken place. She was induced to give 
Hommel a document forfeiting all claims 
which she might have against him. She 
says that this paper was obtained from 
her by fraud and under a misunderstand­ 
ing. 
Sometime ago Miss Ackerman brought 
suit against Mr. Hommel for $50,000 
damages for his failuie to m arry her. 
The lot which she accepted and which is 
said to be worth about $000 she claims 
was merely a present to the baby. 
The 
case would have been tried in all proba­ 
bility in a couple of months. The death 
of Hommel will probably cause the Buit 
to take a new form, although it will not 
be withdrawn. 
Mr. Hommel was said to have been 
worth 
about 
$150,000, although his 
affairs toward the end of his life were 
not a little involved. 
He has a number 
of children.

Graduating Exercises of the 
Medical College. 


T H E VALEDICTORY BY K. L. PUBTT 


D r. W a lter L indley Gives th e Young 
P h y sician s Much Good 
Advice. 


The commencement exercises of the 
College of Medicine of the University of 
Southern California, class of ’89, took 
place last evening at the Fort-street M. 
E . Church, which at 8 o'clock was well 
filled with the friends of the t no young 
m en who were on this occasion added to 
th e list of physicians entitled to practice 
in this State. The exercises opened with 
an invocation by Rev. Dr. Hutchins, af­ 
ter which Rev. M. M. Bovard, D.D., 
President of the University, delivered an 
address, in which he spoke of the im­ 
portance of the work upon which the 
graduates were about to enter. 
H e gave 
them a great deal of excellent advice and 
impressed upon them the necessity of 
keeping abreast with the age and con­ 
tinuing their studies until their life's 
wo k has been completed. Mr. E . L. 
Puett, to whom the duty of delivering 
th e valedictory had been assigned, was 
th en introduced and said : 
The months of March and April are 
memorable in the calendar of the medi­ 
cal student, from the fact that during 
these m onths he must pass through the 
trials of those examinations which he 
muBt pass to the satisfaction of his pro­ 
fessors before entering the profession 
which he has selected in which to per­ 
form his life work. W hat that life shall 
be, what it will accomplish for the good 
of hum anity, will depend much upon 
the character of the man, upon his 
power of analysis and his ability to util­ 
ize facts, and the tact and wisdom with 
which he conducts himself among his 
patients. 
To 
properly 
fit himself 
for 
this 
life 
work, 
the student 
of 
medicine 
should have 
at least 
the 
thorough 
groundwork of 
aim ation.as well as for any other vocation 
iu life. 
The young m an or woman, hav­ 
ing passed the limits of childhood and 
being about to enter the larger world of 
manhood or womanhood, with its mani­ 
fold struggles and aspirations, is con­ 
fronted with the question: “ W hatm ust 
I do to fit myself most completely, not 
for being a citizen merely, but for being 
all that doth become a man, living in the 
full light of the Christian civilization of 
A m erica?” Our country aek3 us to be 
educated for her sake, aad the noblest 
aspirations of our being still more im­ 
peratively ask it, for our own sakes. 
After treating of the necessity of the 
student 
choosing the 
profession ior 
which he was specially fitted, and re­ 
viewing the advancement made in the 
medical profession, the speaker said : In 
the medical d apartment of the Univers­ 
ity of Southern California, we recognize 
a school aB yet in its infancy, but one to 
which we can point to w ith pride, not only 
on acconnt. of the em inent men con­ 
nected with the institution and the firm 
basis on which it is founded, but the 
high standing it occupies among the 
medical schools of the country. It has 
taken this standing, and we have ample 
assurance that it will continue to stand 
in line with the foremost colleges of the 
United States. To maintain this stand­ 
ard it is necessary to have men who have 
done good work in their lives and who 
are willing to t> ach others how to work 
for themselves, how to judge for them ­ 
selves and how to think lor themselves. 
Such m en, we are proud to say, compose 
the faculty of this college. Tnat is the 
true academic stage in every m an’s life 
when he learns to work, not to please 
others, but to please himBelf, when he 
works from sheer love of work and for 
the highest of all purposes, the conquest 
of truth. 
To the Members o f the Faculty: 
Although our school life among you is 
at an end and you no longer act in the 
capacity of teacher, yet we realize, as 
you have often told us that when a 
student graduates, hie studies have but 
fairly begun. The three years which we 
have spent under your instruction have 
been years spent most pleasantly by u*, 
and 
in 
the 
years 
to 
come, 
*e 
will 
ever 
be 
grateful 
to you, as 
we 
are 
to-night, for your untiring 
efforts 
in 
our 
behalf, and for the 
many great truths and ideas which you 
have constantly been setting before ns. 
The old adage is : “ As the twig is bent 
so doth the tree incline.” In applyiug it 
to our medical career, we can only hope 
and trust that we m ay in the future carry 
out and follow closely the valuable in­ 
structions which we have received from 
you, and which we have ample reason to 
appreciate so highly. 
Your work as in­ 
structors has certainly been most satis­ 
factory and pleasing to us as students, 
and wherever we go into the wide world 
our best wishes will always go out to the 
faculty of this school, and may your fu­ 
ture efforts continue to be crowned with 
the greatest possible success. 
A.nd now, to the students who remain 
in college, we can only say, may success 
attend all your efforts in attaining a 
medical education. 
Some of you in one 
year, some in two years, will graduate, 
and I am sore if you continue as you 
have begun, your greatest anticipations 
of a medical education will be realized. 
Trials and tribulations we have experi­ 
enced together, but this has only made 
our relationship the closer, and in the 
years to come it will be a source of great 
pleasure to me to call to memory the 
many pleasant acquaintances made in 
the University Medical College. 
Let ub 
rem ember, however, that if hard work 
is not another name for talent, it is the 
best possible substitute for it. 
In the 
long run, the chief difference in men will 
be *ound in the am ount of work they do. 
Let us not trust to what lazy men call 
the spur of the occasion. If we wish to 
wear spurs in the great tournament of 
life, we must buckle them to our heels 
before we enter the luta. Men look with 
adm iring wonder upon a great intellectual 
effort, like W ebster’s reply to Hayne, 
and seem to think that it leaped into life 
by the inspiration of the moment. But 
if, by some intellectual chemistry, we 
could resolve that masterly speech into 
its several elements of power and trace 
each to ita source, we should lied that 
every constituent force had been elabor­ 
ated twenty years before, it may be in 
some hoar of earnest intellectual labor. 
“ Occasion may be the bugle call that 
summons an arm y to battle, but the blast 
of a bugle cannot make soldiers or win 
victories.” And, finally, fellow students, 
let us go forth with brave, true hearts, 
remembering that labor is the only 
hum an svmbol of omnipotence. 
Dr. J . Í \ Widney, A. M., Dean of the 
medical college, then presented the grad­ 
uates, George W. Campbell, of Los An- 


i-eles. and E. L. Puett, of Boonville, Ind 
n whom the degree oí M. D. was con- 


On behalf of the faculty, Dr. Walter 
Lindley said: 
L a d ie s a n d G e n t l e m e n — W e realize to­ 
n ght the importance of the occasion. 
I he faculty of the University Medical 
College, through their President, are 
about to pronounce the words that will 
author ze certain young men to go out 
into the world to take charge of the lives 
of the 6ick and the maimed. To them 
the innocent child, with burning hand 
and throbbing temple, will soon turn be­ 
seeching eyes for help; to them will the 
good wife, iu the throes of labor, look for 
aid and guidance in that supreme hour 
of womanhood; and 
to them 
will 
the 
sleepless - haunted 
man, 
with 
frenzied 
brain, 
turn 
with 
un­ 
utterable 
anguish, 
begging 
to 
be saved from a madman’s doom. 
Will 
these young men be prepared to meet 
these great responsibilities? This is the 
question that each of the teachers in this 
medical college asks himself. 
There 
were others in this senior class, some of 
whom came near the required profic­ 
iency, but where there has been any 
doubt we have deemed it charitable to 
give the sick of this earth the benefit of 
the 
doubt, and have 
said to 
the 
student: 
“ Await a time 
with pa­ 
tience 
and 
industry, 
until 
you 
have qualified yourself more fully for 
the great work that you deBire to under­ 
take.” 
One year ago a class was grad­ 
uated from this platform, and I am 
happy to say that wherever they have 
been—some in the hospitals of Vienna, 
some in the hospitals of Paris, others in 
the hospitals and surgical ampitheatres 
of New York and Philadelphia, and yet 
others 
in active 
practice—wherever 
they have been they have reflected 
credit upon this Los Angeles College. 
To-day. as I look around me and see 
practicing medicine in this city Drs. 
Thiele, Ellis, Bagg and Becket, all 
graduates of this college, I feel proud of 
the fact that they are ao well equipped 
with knowledge and skill, and have 
such gentlemanly demeanor and sncli 
kind heaits that thev invariably acquit 
themselves satisfactorily. 
Graduates of 1888, you who are now 
practitioners here, we, your teachers, do 
not forget or mistrust you. We are glad 
t i know that while you are pursuing your 
professional work as a livelihood, you 
are, at the same time, enthusiastically 
pursuing your studies. 
Yes, we have 
ueen obliged to reject some candidates 
for graduation, but it was with regret; 
and yet, the true teacher would rather 
that his right hand might fall powerless 
to his side, than that it should sign a 
diploma conferring a degree where it was 
undeserved. 
Dr. Lindley then spoke of the great 
underlying principles of medicine as 
preventive, and said: 
Longevity is in­ 
creasing. Disease is gradually losing its 
terrors, and I would not be surprised to 
see, ere another fifty years roll by, the 
average period of human life increased 
from its present position of forty years to 
three score and ten years. This same 
underlying truth that is steadily increas­ 
ing longevity, has come to the surgeon’s 
aid, so that to-day he chisels his way 
through the skull into the brain and re­ 
moves therefrom the cerebral tumor, and 
the imbecile becomes the man of sense 
He spoke of the aid it had given in 
operations in 
the 
abdomen and in 
obstetrics, and said that “ cleanliness” 
was the successful practitioner motto; 
not ordinary cleanliness, but surgical 
clean inesH, the absolute destructor of all 
poisonous organisms. 
Dr. Lindley spoke of the necessity of 
selecting the proper kind of wives, and 
in conclusion said : 
“ This parting from 
you students fails to cause within us a 
single pang. 
No tears of grief will be 
shed on either side. You who have 
looked forward anxiously for this occas­ 
ion 
for 
several 
years, cannot fail 
to feel an 
unmixed joy 
that you 
have at last passed the ordeal success­ 
fully and received your diplomas as phy­ 
sicians. 
We, your teachers, are glad 
that you have successfully stood our ex­ 
aminations, and have so conducted your­ 
selves otherwise that we can, without 
reserve, commend you. We shall watch 
your course with great interest, and it 
wili be a source of pride if a decade 
hence your honestly gained coat of arm s 
will bear the word, “ SuccesB.” 
The benediction was pronounced by 
Rev. R. 8. Cantine, and then the newly 
made physicians were congratulated on 
all sides.

th e long travail which introduced Harri­ 
son as President by a slender majority in 
th e State of New York, the drummer 
seem ed to be ubiquitous and sempiter­ 
n al, and was three hundred thousand 
strong, or stronger.

Never­ 
theless, th e drummer, like the sailor, is 
specially responsive to the attractions of 
E v e ’s granddaughters. 
The other day a gay young New York 
drummer was arrested for a breach of 
prom ise of marriage to a girl residing in 
N ew Jersey. 
H aled before the court, 
h is cheek, which ought to be of adaman­ 
tine consistency, was momentarily at 
“fault.

■areful never to reproduce any engaging 
feature of the physiognom y of a race 
which N. P. W illis declared, and every 
artist will declare, embraces every possi­ 
bility of the classic in human lineam ents. 
Puck has started in in the old line of 
H arper's Weekly, without its brutality, 
and with infinitely more artistic ability. 
In its last issue it represents all the 
national politicians, including President 
Harrison and ex-President Cleveland, 
passing, with obeisance, before a robust 
Irish “ navvy” enthroned in state. 
The Becret of this cartoon is th e ap­ 
pointment of Patrick Egan as M inister 
to Chile by President Harrison.

During the last Presidential election in 
this State the Irish stood solid w ith the 
Democratic party, as was show n by the 
Bplendid Democratic majority in 
San 
Francisco. 
If it had not been for the 
memorable incursion of Eastern voters 
in Southern California the Irish-Am eri- 
can vote would have given this State to 
Cleveland. 
Cleveland would have been re-elected 
if the Mugwump city of Brooklyn had 
done as well by him as the Democratic 
city of New York—made Democratic by 
the Irish-American vote. 
This vote has been singularly true to 
Democratic party, and it bftft been «o j 


without regard to a hope of reward. 
Any cartoon which represents it as waver­ 
ing is false to the political history of the 
United States. 
Alm ost all the offices 
held by Irishm en in the United States 
have been the result of the peculiar 
genius of that race for local politics. 
All 
the Celtic races have a natural aptitude 
for these contentions, the Irish leading 
amonget them , and these things scarcely 
enter into the domain of national politics. 
Governor H iil, in the election w hich 
determined the lost Presidential election, 
probably received the vote of every 
Irish-American. 
H e w ill undoubtedly 
receive it Bbould he be the Democratic 
nom inee for President in 1892, as he 
probably w ill be. 
Mr. C leveland got 
substantially the Irish-American vote in 
1888; and he would doubtless have re­ 
ceived all oí it in that year, as he did in 
1884, if he had appointed a few Irish- 
Americans to office. 
The Sir Lionel- 
8ackville W est episode cam e too late to 
be available. 
The staunchest 
and 
m ost 
reliable 
episode in American politics is the devo­ 
tion of the Irish-Am erican vot?r to the 
Democratic party if no free trade issue is 
introduced. 
On such a platform as Mr. 
Cleveland was nom inated upon in 1884— 
a platform framed by Sam uel J . R an­

W ashington, April 12.—The Commis­ 
sioner of the General Land office made 
public to-day several letters as being of 
general interest to persons contemplating 
settlement in Oklahoma. Commissioner 
Stockslager in replying to a letter from 
O. M. Wilson, at Arkansas City, Ark., 
says in part: “I have to state that the 
lands in question are to be disposed of to 
actual settlers under the homestead laws 
only. A party desiring to become an ac­ 
tual settler under the homeBtead laws, 
may initiate his claim by entry at the 
district land office, after having properly 
examined dnd selected the land desired, 
in which case he is allowed six months 
from the date of entry within which to 
establish his residence on the land or, on 
pretext, he may initiate his claim by 
actual settlement on the land, which 
must consist of some act or acts, to be 
equivalent to an announcement of euch 
intention, and from which tbe public 
generally may have notice of his claim. 
Therefore, he is allowed three months 
within which to make hie claim of record 
by entry in the district land office.” 
Another letter to Senator Ingalls from 
Commissioner Stockslager reads as fol­ 
lows : “I have had the honor to receive, 
by reference from yon, and herewith re­ 
turn the letter addressed to you by G. T. 
Sommers, dated Oklahoma Station, Ind­ 
ian Territory, 29th ultimo. In reply, I 
have to state that the act of March 
3, ’89, to which Sommers refers, provides 
as he says, that no one shall be permit­ 
ted to enter or acquire any right to any 
of the Oklahoma lands, to be disposed of 
thereunder, who violates its provisions 
by entering upon and occupying the 
same prior to 12 o’clock, noon, April 22, 
the date fixed in the President’s procla­ 
mation of March 23, for said latods to be­ 
come open to settlement. 
The statute 
makes no exception to this provision. I 
am inclined to think, however, that when 
a person was already within these lands 
at the date of the approval of the act by 
the proper authority, his presence there 
should not he regarded as a violation of 
this provision of the act. 
“The primary jurisdiction to act upon 
applications to enter rests with the dis­ 
trict land officers, and Sommers may 
present his application for entry to the 
iHnd with proper proof of his allegations. 
Should they refuse to permit his entry, 
he may appeal from this action.” 
Commissioner Stockelager to-day ex­ 
pressed the opinion that one hundred’ 
thousand persons would enter Oklahoma 
within a month after the 22d of April, 
í ’pr these one hundred thousand people 
there are only about ten thousand 
sieads, and the inevitable 
of this 
tremendous influx, the Commissioner 
thought would he a great many con­ 
tests and pereo*ai conflicts. A further 
"suit, ho feared, would be the spreading 
of this i^atcense surplus over the adjoin* 
Audian \ands, from which it would 
by difficult to dislodge them with­ 
out much trouble, and possibly Rome 
bloodshed.

WATKBLOGOEÜ AND ABANDONED. 


Bo Tidings Receivod of the F ate of 
H er Crew and Numerous 
Fassewrers.

Q ukjbnbtown, April 12 —The eteamer 
City of Chester, from New York, reports 
that she passed, April 8th, the Danish 
fetoamer Denmark from Copenhagen, for 
New York, waterlogged and abandoned 
in mid-ocean. 
She was 
formerly a 
Belgian steamer, under the nam e of 
th e Jan Breydel, of 2,260 tons. 
N rw Y ork, April 12.—News of the 
abandonm ent in 
mid-ocean of 
the 
steam er Denmark, was received here by 
cable to the M aritime Exchange, th e is 
•aid to have had 650 passengers on board, 
mostly Scandinavians. Fanch, Edye & 
Co., agents of the company here, say 
th ey place no reliance in the dispatch, 
b at have cabled agents in London and 
Copenhagen for further information. 
New 
Y o r k , April 12.—The greatest 
excitem ent prevails in shipping circles 
over t he loss of the Denmark. The Thing- 
valla Line is probably the largest imini 
grant carrying line that plies between 
this port .and Europe. 
The Denmark 
had on board, when she left Christian- 
sand for New York, on the 26th of 
M arch, 650 passengers, presumably all 
im m igrants. 
Including 
the 
vessel’s 
captain, K. M. Knudsen, the crow num ­ 
bered forty men. 
ANXIOUS INQUIRIES. 
The office of the agents of the steamer, 
Funch, Edye & Co., No. 27 South Wil­ 
liam street, has been thronged all the 
morning by psople anxiously inquiring 
for later news of the vessel. 
Edye, of 
th e firm, does not credit the report. 
He 
has cabled his London agent* and songht 
by wire for further particulars from the 
Copenhagen branch of the firm. 
The news spread rapidly down town, 
and among the first callers at the office 
w as Morris Stover, a young farmer from 
somewhere in M assachusetts, who got 
here last night to await the arrival of the 
steam er, on which his brother and sweet­ 
h ea rt had taken passage. 
His grief was 
^co n tro llab le when Edye said no con­ 
tradictory dispatch had been received at 
noon. 
The Denmark was formerly a 
freight steamer, Jan Rydel, of the White 
Cross Line. Last fall Funch, Eyde A 
Co., who are also agents of the latter 
line, had the vessel pat in condition for 
th e 
passenger 
traffic, 
rechristened 
her the D enm ark.and transferred her to 
th e Thingvalla fleet. This was the ves­ 
sel’s first trip from the other side under 
h e r new colors. 
HER CREW AND PASSENGERS. 
T he New York agent of the Thingvalla 
Line this afternoon said: 
“ We have a 
cablegram to the effect that the Denmark 
left Christiansand March 26th on her 
first voyage under the new flag and 
nam e. 
She had been completely over­ 
hauled, and it was thought by all that 
she was the best of our fleet. There were 
-on board at the time of departure at least 
710 people. Of these 610 were passen­ 
gers. To manage and look after the 
comfort of this large number there must 
have been at least sixty in the crew, and 
probably the number may have reached 
100 or perhaps 125. 
There are, there­ 
fore, to be accounted for the lives of 
710 to 775 people. The Denmark was 
com manded by Captain Knudsen, an 
old seam an, well known for courage 
and presence of mind. 
He is not the 
m an to abandon a ship to the mercies of 
th e wavee, when there is one chance in 
a thousand of getting her into port. She 
m ay have been disabled, but we are very 
nearly certain she has not been aban­ 
doned. 
Even if the Denmark had been 
abandoned, she had sufficient means to 
accommodate all the passengers on board 
if not all the crew. 
There were a great 
num ber of life-boats, enough for the pas­ 
senger list, and several new rafts of the 
latest pattern and improvement, which 
could have accommodated the crew and 
officers and some of the passengers, if 
th ere was not enough room in the life­ 
boats for them .” 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
Further particulars of the siguting of 
th e Denmark by the City of Chester 
Lave been slowly arriving since noon. 
The Denmark was rapidly sinking when 
th e Chester saw her. 
The Chester 
sighted her from a distance and was 
•track by the apparent absence of any 
life on board, 
¿h e drew near, inves­ 
tigated, made sure no one was on board, 
and lay to several hours. The stern of 
th e Denmark was on a level with the 
sea. The bow was far out of the water 
in the air. There was no visible signs of 
a collision and no wreckage. 
The boats 
were all gone from the davits. 
Nothing 
indicating haste or panic was notice­ 
able. 
Funch, Edye ¿c Company expect 
th e passenger list by the steamship 
A ller, due to-morrow. 
The Eider arrived this morning, and 
reached the dock this afternoon. She 
d id not see anything of the Denmark. 
No answers to cables sent by Messrs. 
F anch, Edye & Co. had been received at 
2 o’clock thiB afternoon. 
The excitement is very intense, and 
th e agents are Joeing hope. 
Tne steam­ 
sh ip Iceland, of the Thingvalla Line, 
which left Copenhagen four days later 
th an the Deumark, is dne to-night, and 
w ill probably bring some intelligence of 
th e disaster. 
THE PAHSENOERS PROBABLY SAFE. 
N ew Y o r k , April 12.—The followini 
Las been received by the Associate* 
Frees from the representative of the 
Thingvalla L ine: 
“ As some of the com­ 
m ents on the reported loss of the Danish 
steam er Denmark express apprehension 
th a t this disaster may have been accom­ 
panied by heavy loss of life, we beg 
leave to state, for the benefit of all per­ 
sone who have interests on board the ill- 
fated boat, oar belief to the contrary. 
W hen 
sighted 
by 
the 
City 
of 
C hester, 
on Monday last, 
the decks 
• ft ana the 
sails 
were in pieces, 
b u t the vessel was floating, and although 
th e reporting steam er expressed the be­ 
lief that she would shortly founder, this 
d id not occnr daring all the time that 
elapsed from the hour she was first 
sign ted until lost sight of. 
The Den­ 
m ark was floating directly in the track of 
transatlantic ¡steamers and we believe 
th e passengers and crew were tiken off 
som e tim e, possibly as far back as a 
couple of days before the City of Chester 
sighted 
the 
wreck, since the DeL* 
m ark, 
having 
left 
Christiansand 
o n 
the 
26 th 
day 
of 
March, 
should, under ordinary circumstances, 
Lave advanced considerably beyond the 
position she was found in. 
If the 
wrecked passengers and crew had not 
been picked up, they wonld, naturally, 
«ven if embarked in boats and on rafas, 


have remained in the neighborhood of 
the wreck, the presence of which would 
be much more likely to attract passing 
steamers 
than 
small 
boats 
or 
rafts would. Tha 
City 
of 
Chester 
9 blent ly did not find the slightest 
wreckage near the vessel, such as might 
b* attributable tosrm shed, or otherwise 
incapacitated, boats, wnilst the steamer 
bore no sign whatever of hum an life. 
We confidently believe, therefore, that, 
with the possible exception of single 
casualties, such as may occur during the 
transfer of many people from one vessel 
to another, the pissengers and crew of 
the Denmark are safe, and will, ere loug, 
be heard of as on board of one of the 
traut at lantic steamers.

A Wife Who Dirt Not O il a D iv o rce 
from Her H usband. 
A very interesting divorce case w as 
heard in Ju d g e W ade’s court yesterday 
It was th a t of M rs. S. £ . F oster against 
H . W . F oster. 
B oth parties to th e 
action are fast verging to th at period of 
life called old age, b u t they were not 
m arried un til Ju n e 9th, 1885, w hen, ac­ 
cording to Judge W ade, they w ere cer­ 
tain ly old enough to know th eir own 
m ind, and to take th e consequences of 
th eir ow n 
act, how ever ill-advised it 
m ight have been. 
M rs. Foster, in her 
com plaint, alleged th a t her husband had 
treated h er in a cruel and inhum an 
m anner, an d especially nam ed a tim e in 
D ecem ber, 
1885, w hen she said th a t 
while sh e was engaged in religious wor 
ship, reading from th e Bible an d pray­ 
ing, h er h u sband, w ith intent to prevent 
her from conducting fam ily w orship at 
hom e, w alked about th e house slam m ing 
ing th e doors, and finally called h e r a 
hypocrite, in addition to applying other 
ep ith ets too disgusting to be related. 
T hen, w hen she was in the m idst of 
prayers, 
he 
threw w ater upon 
her 
and swore a t her and told her th at she 
m ust desist from such devotion and wor­ 
ship. 
In S eptem ber, 1885, she alleged 
th at, w hile ene w as at devotion, h e called 
her a thief, a liar and a hypocrite, coupling 
the ep ith ets w ith oaths, and told her th at 
he would break u p such deviltry. 
These 
scenes sh e alleged occurred frequently, 
lu addition to th is ill treatm en t, she re ­ 
lated in her com plaint how he had be­ 
haved to ladies w ho called upon her, 
aud told how in A pril, 1886, w hen M rs. 
Johansen called upon h er h e said, “ W hat 
are you doing about here, you are getting 
ready to go to th e devil. 
You belong to 
t h e 
H oliness B and.” 
In Jan u ary , 
1886, w hen M rs. M atilda H aley called, 
she alleged th at h e ordered h er off th e 
prem ises, and on an o th er occasion, w hen 
M rs. Ila ley asked w here M rs. F oster was, 
he t old her th a t it w as “ none of h e r------- 
business,” and if h e d id n ’t go he would 
sw itch h e r aw ay. 
T he com plaint closed 
w ith a statem en t th at, on A ugust 5tb, 
1886, 
w hile 
M rs. FoBter w as getting 
breakfast, her h usband took a kettle of 
cold w ater from th e stove and threw it in 
her face. 
T hen h e seized a k ettle of hot 
w ater an d threw it on h er, scalding her 
left arm . 
T he case cam e onfor trial and yesterday 
m orning M rs. F o ster and several w it­ 
nesses testified in relation to th e acts of 
M r. F oster. 
M rs. F oster’s allegations 
about th e scalding was not corroborated, 
although th e physician who dressed the 
burn testified th a t it was there. A young 
lady w ho was in th e house at th e tim e 
had seen th e burned arm , b u t was not 
told th a t Mr. F oster h ad throw n th e 
w ater. 
O ther testim ony was given in 
relation to the quarrels betw een th e two: 
an d at th e close of the plaintiff’s case, 
counsel tor the defen d an t m oved th a t the 
case be dism issed on th e ground th at no 
extrem e cruelty had been shown. J udge 
W ade in granting th e m otion, held th at 
th e testim ony as to th e actual injuries 
was not corroborated, and th at w hile, if 
th e parties to th e 6uit had been young 
and h ad had little experience in the 
w ^rld, th ere m ight have been cause for 
a divorce, ^’et un d er th e circum stances 
an d considering th e age of both parties, 
he did not th in k there was sufficient, 
cause. 
T hey w ere old enough to know 
th eir mindB and would have to take the 
consequences. 
T he case vs as dism issed. 


About n 7Iulc. 
Jesu s Thom pson, a w ell-ap p earin g 
young m an , was brought to th e County 
Ja il yesterday, charged by his stepfather 
w ith having stolen a m ule. 
T he young 
m an went dow n to Lower C alifornia in 
th e m idst of th e gold fever, taking with 
him a team of m ules, w hich w ere loaned 
him for th a t purpose. 
W hen h e got 
dow n th ere he found no gold and was in 
a fair w ay to starve to death. 
H e theu

H e confessed th e m atter 
to h is step fath er and agreed to work 
until th e m ute w as paid for. 
Y oung 
Thom pson Bays th a t h is stepfather dis­ 
likes him and h as been looking for a 
chance to injure him , and th a t was the 
reason w hy h e w as arrested and throw n 
in jail on th e ch trg e of stealing the 
m ule. 


T b r D om inguez C u r. 
M anuel D om inguez was held to answ er 
yesterday to th e charge of assau lt w ith a 
deadly w eapon, by Justice Savage. The 
exam ination took place in th e m orning. 
As th e D istrict A ttorney failed to put in 
an appearance th e C ourt appointed Mr. 
M cGregor, w ho happened to be in court, 
to represent th e people. 
T he affair out 
of w hich this charge against Dom inguez 
grew took place last F ebruary, a t Las 
V irgínea. 
The defendant h ad a row w ith 
a neighbor by th e nam e of Rom undo 
T apia. 
T he latter is now aw aiting ex­ 
am ination on th e sam e charge, as it ap­ 
pears from th e evidence th at he began 
th e row by shooting a t Dominguez.

an d shot T apia in the leg. Bail was fixed 
at $1,200. in default of which Domingue;
